He said that on one occasion he 
had attempted to "break away" 
from the Williams place where he league's' work 
has worked for the last 14 years, ' 
said, "Mr. Johnny jumped on me 
and I ain't tried it no more."

Real conditions of the famine 
situation in China were contained 
in a letter received by a Louis- 
ville business man from Lorenzf) 
Martin, Louisville newspaper cor- 
respondent in Washington. Mr. 
Martin's letter was in answer to 
an inquiry from the Louisville 
man 'for official data. Mr. ]Mar- 
tin's letter follows in part : 

"I referred a copy of your 
questions to the American Red 
Cross. That organization answer- 
ed c[uestions number five and six 
and obtained answers to the other 
four questions from the China 
Famine Fund Committee, of 
which Thoma^; Lamont is tin- 
chairman, and headquarters ol 
which are in New York. 

"In addition to the information 
obtained from these sources, 1 
communicated with the Chinese 
legation and obtained the follow- 
ing facts: 

"Officials at the legation say 
the famine extends throughout 
the five northern provinces of 
L"hina. 1"he greatest difficulty in 
relieving the famine, according to 
the Chinese IcLrati'in. is the result 
of inadequate railroad and trans- 
portation facih'ties in that sec- 
tion of the country. The Red 
Cross statement says: ■ 

'"The most reliable estimate 
which has been received is that 
the total population affected 
the famine is 45.000.000 persons 
Of -ihis number it is estimated 
that from 12.000.000 to 1. -.000.000 
|)ersons are actually threatened 
with death from starvation unles.e 
they receive immediate assist- 
ance. The funds of the .Ameri- 
can Red Cross have been given 
chiefly for specific ])urposes and 
cannot be diverted. The Red 
Cross has been greatly moved, 
however, by appeals from China 
and from available funds, not oth- 
erwise committed, has appropri- 
ated $1,000,000 for relief of tht 
famine sniTcrers. The problem 
of relief in China is so vast thai

The information from the China 
Famine Committee in New "S'ork 
follows: "The Chinese govern- 
ment has officially approved th( 
solicitation of relief funds in the 
United States. This approva' 
came in the form of a commmii 
cation from the Minister of For- 
eign Affairs in Pekin to the State 
Department in Washington in re- 
sponse to an official note advising 
the Chinese government of th< 
appointment by President Wilson 
of the American Committee foi 
China Famine Fund. The Chi- 
nese government has borrowed 
against surtaxes the sum of $4 
000,000 and has negotiated inter- 
nal loans of smaller sums, the 
proceeds of same all going for re- 
lief work. Free transportation 
on government railroads is given 
both to relief workers and suppli- 
es. A presidential edict against 
exportation of food stuffs failed 
because of the opposition of other 
governments. 

"Purchasing of rice by the Chi- 
nese g(&venim,eht thi«i country 
would be uneconomic. Our own 
committee in Pekin, representa- 
tive of the most influential Amer- 
icans in China, strongly oppose 
purchase of any foodstuffs in the 
United States for transportation 
to China. Food can be bought 
there cheaper than it can be 
bought here. It is solely a ques- 
tion of money with which to 
make these ]iurchases. Incidentlv 
the famine district is not a rice 
eating district. The principal 
products are wheat, millet, barley 
and sorghum."
